The Southern railway’s new “Peach- 
tree Station,” located on the west side 
of Peachtree street where the railway 
tracks pass beneath the Brookwood 
bridge, will be placed in service on 
Sunday morning, March 17, according 
to announcement made Wednesday. 

The new station will be made a pas- 
senger stop for all trains between At- 
lanta and the east in both directions, 
these trains to stop there as well as at 
the Terminal station as at present. Its 
use is expected greatly to relieve con- 
gestion at the Terminal station, and at 
the same time provide greater con- 
veniences for Atlanta people in mak- 
ing trips to and from the east and 
points on the Charlotte division. 

Atlantans using the Peachtree sta- 
tion will save time by eliminating the 
journey across the city to the Termi- 
nal station. The arrangements of the 
station for the accommodation of pas- 
sengers and also for the handling of 
baggage will be complete, and an ade- 
quate force of employees in charge of 
a stationmaster wil. be on duty day 
and night. |

Under the terms of the egreement 
Rumania cedes the province of Dobrud- 
ja as far as the Danube to the central 
powers. Rumania also undertakes to 
further the transport of Teutonic 
troops through Moldavia and Bessara- 
bia to Odessa, 

Following are the terms of the pre- 
liminary treaty: 

“I, Rumania cedes to the central al- 
lied powers Dobrudja as far as the 
Danube. 

“II. The powers of the quadruple al- 
liance will provide and maintain a trade 
route for Rumania by way of Constan- 
za to the Black sea. 

“Ill. The frontier rectifications de- 
manded by Austria-Hungary on the 
frontier between Austria-Hungary and 
Rumania are accepted in principle by

today by the shipbuilding labor ad- 
justment board, applicable to all wood- 
en shipyards south of Baltimore and 
all steel yards south of Newport News 
on the Atlantic and gulf coasts. 

The decision follows in principle the 
awerd in the Delaware and Philadel- 
phia districts, which gave labor im- 
portant concessions for which the 
working men have been fighting for 
years. 

Ne Discrimination Allowed. 
- The board’s decision prohibits any 
discrimination between union and non- 
union men in a clause which reflected 
the gravity of the shipping situation. 

“Believing that in this national 
emergency past differences between 
employers and employees must be for- 
gotten in the common determination 
to produce the maximum possible 
number of ships,” the award said, “the 
board will not tolerate any discrimina- 
tion on the part of employers or em- 
ployees between union and non-union 
men.” . 

In granting a basic eight-hour day, 
the board undertook to encourage the 
institution of two and three shifts by 
limiting overtime so that the total 
work shall not exceed sixty hours a 
week.

“2. When a grievance arises it shall 
be taken up by the committee, first 
with the foreman, second with the 
superintendent.

If 
the matter cannot be adjusted between 
the shop committee and the president, 
the shop committee shall have the right

Zones Are to Extend for 5 
Miles Around Seven Sta- 
tions Irrespective of Incor- 
porated Town Limits. 


Washington, March 6-—Dry zones 
five miles wide, irrespective of incor- 
porated cities and towns within those 
Hmits, are placed around seven perma- 
nent naval training posts and the na- 
val academy at Annapolis, Md., in a 
general order announced today by 
Secretary Daniels. 

A statement accompanying the order 
indicates that the new restrictions 
might be made to apply to other camps 
or stations later, but for the present 
the order applies only to the follow- 
ing: 

The Great Lakes training ‘station, 
near Chicago; the training stations at 
Norfolk, Va., and Hampton Roads; the 
training station at Newport, R.'I.;. the 
training camp at Mare Island, Cal; the 
marine stations at Quantico, Va., and 
Port Royal, S. C., and the Naval acade- 
my at Annapolis 

Within the five-mile zone, under au- 
thority of the selective service act, 
the secretary forbids the sale or giv- 
ing away of any alcoholic liquor, in- 
cluding wine or beer, or the importa- 
tion of such liquor except for medi- 
cal or sacramental purposes. As the 
army has done in its regulations, an 
exception is made of the serving. of 
liquors in a private home to guests 
or members of the family. 

Daniels Explains Order. 

In his statement explaining the order 
Mr. Daniels said it had become neces-. 
sary to protect the young sallors gath- 
ered for training. He referred at 
length to conditions at Newport and 
at Vallejo, Cal., near the Mare Island 
station, which he said the local author- 
ities had been vainly urged to correct. 

“For many months,” said the state- 
ment, “the evils resulting from the 
presence of intoxicating liquor in the 
vicinity of certain places under naval 
jurisdiction has been brought repeat- 
edly to the attention of the department. 
By various means this liquor finds its 
way into the possession of enlisted 
men of the navy and marine oorps sta- 
tioned at these places and the moral 
and physical welfare of these men is 
thus being seriously endangered. 

“A so-called ‘dry zone,’ of only a half 
mile in width surrounding these sta- 
tions would be ineffective, inasmuch 
as, in certain cases, a considerable area 
in which the objectionable trade in 


liquor flourishes would not thus be 
covered. It is, therefore, the strong 
conviction of responsible officers of the 
spot that the ‘dry zone’ about. these 
places should be the full five miles in 
width, irrespective of the fact that an 
incorporated city or town Hes within 
such distance. 

“The department strongly concurs 
in these views and considers that con- 
ditions amply mal 4 the establishment 
of such zones, which is most earnestly 
recommended b yall that are interested 
in the efficiency and welfare of the 
naval service. There are cited below 
some facts and quotations regarding 
the situation at the places mentioned.” 

In regard to Newport, the secretary 
quoted communications from the com- 
mandant of the naval district, from 
the Newport ministers, from the war 
camp community service committee, and 
the chief of ordnance, urging that in- 
toxicants be barred. 

Speaking of Newport, the department 
statement added: 

“Representations have been made by 
the authorities at the training station 
that, in spite of every effort on their 
part, and in spite of the detail of 
numerous naval patrols throughout the 
city, the liquor menace continues una- 
bated and is constantly undermining 
the physical and moral welfare of the 
naval personnel. Practically all of the 
personnel at the training station are 
young lads, very recently enlisted, who 
are receiving their first trainng in the 
navy, and who are of that impregssion- 
able age which makes it most necessary 
that under these new conditions for 
them they should not be exposed to in- 
sidious temptations.” 


Vallejo Conditions Bad. 


The statement said: 

"In the vicinity of Vallejo, Cal., is 
the navy yard at Mare Island, includ- 
ing a large training camp. At present 
there are at Mare Island about 6,500 
enlisted men, of: which the great ma- 
jority are young lads recently en- 
listed. ‘ 

“A determined effort has been made 
both by the department and the com- 
mandant at Mare Island to cause an 
improvement in the liquor situation 
at Vallejo, but action of the local au- 
thorities and the wishes of the depart- 
ment have been atubbornly opposed by 
those interested in the continuation of 
thts evil, and no remedial résults of 
any significance have been realized. As 
early as last August this matter was 
a subject of grave consideration and 
under date of September 8, 1917, in a 
letter reciting . wretched condition 
with regard to liquor in Vallejo, the 
commandant states as follows: 

“ ‘Pending the cleaning up of Vallejo 
and the establishment of improved con- 
ditions by the municipal authorities, 
the commandant is Hmiting liberty to 
that city to men who have families 
there or are residing in the city.’” 

Numerous telegrams of protest re- 
cently have been received from pas- 
tors of churches and other representa- 
tive citizens, urging that the saloons 
at Vallejo be closed im order to pro- 
tect the sailors. In another letter, the 
Mare Island commandant wrote of hav- 
ing personally arrested an enlisted man 
fn the back room of a resort in Vallejo 
known as “The Liberty Inn.” 

“This Tdiberty inn, formerly the 
Heidelberg inn,” the letter continued, 
“has chan its name, but not its 
business. It is kept by a German, who 
is a henchman of the aforesaid brewer 
(a German who is reputed to practi- 
cally control the saloon element of Val- 
lejo and the municipal government), 
and I have had this premises under 
suspicion for a long time and have re- 
ported my observations to the bureau 
of investigation, federal department of 
justice, San Francisco.” 

Visions of Dry Chicage. 


Chicago, March 6.—Visions of a Chi- 
cago as dry as the Sahara desert, fol- 
lowing the first announcement of the 
government’s intention to abolish the 
sale of liquor within five miles of 
naval training stations and camps, re- 
sulted today in the hurried calling of 
conferences of hotel men and saloon- 
keepers. 

The first interpretation of the order 
was that because of the location of a 
naval camp at Grant Park, in the heart 
of the city, it would affect all down- 
town Chicago. Later ‘reports, which

On Motor Truck Contracts 
in United States — Frank 
Goldsoll, French Agent, 
Accused of Thett and Ar- 


rested. 


Washington, March 6.—Charged with 
the embezzlement of several million 
dollars from the French government 
in dealings with American motor 
truck manufacturers, Frank J. Gold- 
soll, wealthy retired French soldier, is 
held in jail here tonight awaiting ex- 
tradition proceedings which will begin 


March 20. | 

Goldsoll is accused by the French 
embassy of having appropriated to his 
own use huge commissions on war 
contracts which he was sent to the 
United States to execute for his gov- 


ernment. Preliminary errangements 
for his release in’ the custody of a 


marshal were held up by United States 
Commissioner Hitt, and Goldsoll was 


remanded to jail.. 

The prisoner declined to comment 
on the case, but his counsel asserted 
that his arrest was due to political 
antagonism. The French ministry, 
they said, looked with disfavor on 
Goldsoll’s close affiliations with Al- 
bert Thomas, former minister of muni- 
tions, and that Thomas was the real 
objective of the prosecution. 

Goldsoll, who is about 45 years old, 
was born of Russian Jewish parentage 
in Cleveland, Ohio, but went to France 
about twenty years ago and was 
naturalized there in 1911.. He served 
the first of the war. as chauffeur for a. 
staff officer before being retired for 
physical disability. 

Large Profits Admitted. 

In 1916 Goldsoll came to America to 
place war orders for motor trucks. 
His counsel admit that he made large 
profits on the deliveries, but claim this 
was permitted and deny any criminal 
culpability. Neither the embassy nor 
Goldsoll’s attorneys would divulge de- 


tails, 

Since there can be no extradition 
for an offense committed in this coun- 
try, Goldsoll was arrested on a war- 
rant technically charging specifically 
the larceny of $200 in France. He was

The shelis weré_ infrequent until late 
in the afternoon when the American 
artillery Jivened things up a bit, firing 
on a town in the enemy lines where 
troops had been seen. 

Although the weather, was bright 
and clear for the first. time,in several 
days, a mist arose from the snow and 
observation was. obscured. by the 
ground haze. Aerial forces took ad- 
vantage of the improved weather and 
operated freely. Groups of enemy 
planes came over for photographic 
work, but were kept high in tte air by 
the American anti-aircraft guns. Planes 
from the American lines aleo, were out 
in force. In the trenches the men di- 
vided their time between watching the 
aerial operations and drying them- 
selves in the dugouts, 

‘U. 8. Batlioon Sent Up. 

Observation balloons were up for 
the first time in. geveral days, being 
stationed at intervals along the front 
as far as the eye could see in both 
directions. For the firgt time in the 
war an American observation balloon 
fully manned and protected by Ameri- 
cans went up. This ig the first com- 
plete unit of the American air service 
to appear in the field. For two days it 
had been ready to ascend, the observ- 
ers having been up in a French bal- 
loon several days previously. Today 
an American balloOMm company was 
working where the French hitherto 
have been, 

The balloon was hauled out from its 
hidden nest and a elight delay was 
experienced in getting it off the ground 
because the telephone wires from the

The Calgarian, Over 17,000 
Tons, Destroyed Off Irish 
Coast—48 Persons Lost 
Out of 614 Aboard. 


London, March 6.—Official announce- 
ment was made by the admiralty today 
that the British armed mercantile 
cruiser Calgarian was torpedoed and 
sunk on March 1 off the Irish coast. 
Two officers and 46 men were lost. 

There were 610 persons aboard, near- 
ly 500 of whom have been landed at an 
Irish port. The Calgarian was struck 
by four torpedoes.

U-boats to insure the sinking of the

Near Doom. 
An Irish Port, March 6.-——-The people 
f this town, who recently won the 
ratitude of the American people by 
heir kindness to the survivors from 
the Tuscania, have extended their hos- 
pitality in the last few days to nearly 
500 men from the Calgarian, one of the 
finest auxiliary cruisers in the Atlan- 
tic service. The Calgarian was tor- 
edoed in the late afternoon, not far 
rom the place where the Tuscania met 
her doom. 

The ship’s bell had just sounded 4 
o’clock when a torpedo struck. The 
shock was go slight that it was thought 
the vessel had merely touched a mine 
astern. It was hoped to get her safely 
to port. 

A considérable time later a second 
torpedo struck her, followed quickly by 
two more. By this time there were 
several trawlers and patrol vessels in 
the vicinity and the work of disem- 
barking the crew was hastened. 

By good fortune the vessel remained 
afloat some time on an even keel. 


On Cruiser Duty. 


Montreal, March 6.—While the Brit- 

ish steamship Calgarian has been o 
cruiser duty along North Atlantic trade 
routes virtually since the war began, 
she has also made several special trips 
between England and Halifax with dis- 
tinguished passengers. On one occa- 
sion she carried Sir Robert Borden, the 
Canadian prime minister, and on an- 
other she brought over the Duke of 
Devonshire, governor general of Can- 
ada, after taking his predecessor in 
office, the Duke of Connaught, back to 
England. 
The Calgarian’s navigating officer, 
Captain H. G. Kendal, commanded the 
Empress of Ireland when she sank 
after a collision with the Storstad, a 
collier, in the St. Lawrence in 1914. In 
the recent Halifax disaster he had a 
narrow escape from death. It was 
Captain Kendal who identified the mur- 
derer, Crippen, on the steamship Mon- 
trose when Crippen tried to escape 
from England on that ship which Ken- 
dal then commanded,

Rate Asked by Power Co. for P 


New Pumping Unit Power 
Considered Too High. 


W. Z. Smith, general manager of the 
city waterworks, believes that $58,000 


is too much to pay the Georgia Rail- ' 


way and Power company for electric 
current to operate a new emergency 
pumping unit at the Chattahoochee 
river pumping station, for which a 
tentative appropriation of $34,500 was 
included in the January apportionment 
sheet. 

The necessity of installing an emer- 
gehcy pumping unit and the cost of 
same was giscussed thoroughly at 
Wednesday’s meeting of the city wa- 


ter commission, with the result that 
the offer of the Georgia Railway aid

W. E. Chambers, city purchasing 
agent, took up with Henry Kennedy, 
city fuel administrator, on Wednesday 
the question of securing an adequate 
supply of coal of good quality for the 
various departments of the city gov- 
ernment for the next year. 

Mr. Chambers. stated Wednesday 
| that he did not believe he was starting 
| amy too early to get the 35,000 tons of 
| coal that will be- needed by the city, 
and he hoped that by star early 
he would be able not only insure 
| delivery, ‘but get good coal at a rea-

the pump will not be accepted. 

General Manager Smith explained 
that the proposed emergency pump is 
in no way connected with or related 
to the amount mentioned for water- 
works improvements in the proposed 
bond issue to be voted on March 25, 
but is a separate item for which the 
city council tentatively appropriated 
$34,500. 

This amount was to include the cost 
of the engine and the expense of its 
installation. At the time the appro- 
priation was made it was believed the 
Georgia Railway and Power company 
would furnish power at the same rate 
charged for power now furnished to 
operate the 10,000,000-galion pump now 
in operation at the Chattahoochee sta- 
tion. However, the power company 
would not agree to furnish power at 
this rate, and after several confer- 
ences between General Manager Smith, 
of the city waterworks, and represen- 
tatives of the Georgia Railway and 
Power company, the latter notified the 
city that they could not offer a bet- 
ter price than $58,000 a year to supply 
power to operate the emergency pump 
for pumping 15,000,000 gallons of wa- 
ter per day. 

General Manager Smith suggested to 
the water commissioners that if the 
city council will appropriate a sum 
equal to that which would be charged 
by the power company for power for 
one year and add it to the sum tenta- 
tively included in the January sheet a 
Cross compound pumping engine can 
be purchased and installed and this 
can be operated at a cost of about one- 
half what the power company would 
charge for power for the pumping unit 
originally contemplated. 

The water commission, agreeing 
with Mr. Smith, will refer the matter 
to the finance committee, with the re- 
quest that the city council be asked 
to make the appropriation.

Last winter the city was’ forced to 
use a great deal of low-grade run-of- 
mings coal from the ‘“jabama coal 
fiel@s. While this was obtained at a 
ra slightly lower than that offered 
b e Tennessee and Kentucky fields, 
oO ccount of the difference in freight 
rates, the poorer quality of the Ala- 
basa coal made it mere expensive in 
(the long run, as mrore of it was re- 
‘quired to produce a given amount of 
‘heat than the Tennessee coal. 

W. W. Lotspeich, superintendent of 
heating, lighting and ventilation of 
i city schools, has expressed the opinion 
| that the city may profitably use a 
| mixture of coal and coke in the city 
| school furnaces. Twenty-five tons of 
|coke were sent to the Girls’ High 
| school this week and experiments are 
now being conducted as to the propor- 
tion of coke to coal that will bring the 
best results. 


, The city annually uses about 800 


carloads of coal. This is equivalent to 
20 trains of 40 cars each, or one train 
over seven miles long. At $3.25 a ton 
at the mine, plus $1.60 freight, the cost 
to the city will be approximately 
$170,000, which is a coal bill of such 
dimensions that it must be checked 
Pcarefully. Purchasing Agent Chambers 
‘says he believes he will be able to 
cut about $15,009 or $20,000 off this hill 
this year if the federal fuel adminis- 
tration will co-operate with him in 
getting the coal he wants from the 
Tennessee and Kentucky mines. 

The waterworks department makes 


the heaviest drafts on the city’s coal 


of coal a year to pump a sufficient 


| bin, as it requires 20,000 to 25,000 tons 
| 


quantity of water to meet the demands 
Next to the waterworks, 
the schools of the city use a great 
quantity of d¢éity coal. The average 
consumption of coal by the school fur- 
naces is 3,300 tons, but the school au- 
thorities do not consider this excessive 
if the children are kept warm. Grady 
hospital is next in line, using about 
2,500 tons, and the Battle Hill sani- 
tarium uses about 1,000 tons a year. 
The remainder is used by the other city 
departments, including the asphalt 
Plant and quarry work of the city 
construction department, which uses 
from 80&.to 1,200 tons a year, actord- 
ing to the amount of work there is to 
be done.

A pill introduced by Representative 
Stewart and passed by the 1917 session 
of the general assembly abolished the 
city court of Douglas, which is the 
county seat of Coffee county. The act 
became effective in October, 1917, and 
the court was then abolished. 

Prior to the abolishment of the court 
an election was held in which a judge 
for the city court of Douglas was to 
J. J. Rogers was elected 
to the place, but before time for him 
to take office the court went out of 
existence. "4 

The January grand jury, of which W. ! 
R. Frier was foreman, dug up the old: 
act of 1891, and recommended the crea- ! 
tion of the city court of Coffee county, 
and the name of Mr. Rogers was pre- 
sented to the governor for appoint- 
ment. 

Mr. Stewart and others opposed the 
creation of the court and represented 
to the pervecner that the act under 
which e court was created ig un- 
constitutional and that the city court 
of Coffee could not, therefore, be 
created under it. 

The opinion of the attorney general 
to the vernor, after a lengthy review 
of the law, holds, in its last paragraph, 
as follows: 

“Assuming that the cqunty of Coffee 
has a pulation of 10,000 or more and 
that theer did not exist a city court 
in said county on October 19, 1891, or 
at the time of the recommendation of 
the grand jury, I am of tire opinion; 
that under such recommendation the 
city court came into existence under 
the law and you are authorized to ap- 

oint a judge under the terms of said 
aw.” 

The governor has not yet taken up 
the matter of the appointment. 

It ts understood that the supporters 
of the court will insist upon the ap- 
pointment, while the opposing contin- 
gent will oppose the creation of the 
new court, through the high courts of | 
the state.

It 
is stated that in ma ifistances phy- 
siclans who have sought to throw the 
burden of responsibility from their own 
shoulders have sent drug addicts to 
these officials where they have pleaded 
for the poison of their choice.

Captain Nicholas Iseguine,

New York, March 6.—Gambling loss- 
es of $26,400 at Chemin de Fer pre- 
ceded the attempt of Captain Nicholas 
Iseguine, Russian army officer, to take 
his ‘kife here some time ago. ‘This was 
brought out today at District Attor- 
ney Swann's vice-gambling inquiry 
when Captain Iseguine was called to 
the stand as a witness. He testified 
to losing the money at the Ritz Carle- 
ton hotel in January and that the next 
day he was taken to a hospital suffer- 
ing from @ revoiver wound. The wit- 
ness objected to being questioned on 
the subject in detail. 

Captain Iseguine .came here from 
Russia before the revolution as a finan- 
cial representative of the government. 
He said he was still getting an allow- 
ance from the present Russian govern- 


Iseguine told of other gambling 
losses he had incurred at the “bridge 
and whist club,” though of much small- 
er amounts. 

At the time of his attempt to kill 
himself, January 16, Michael E. Ous- 
tinoff, the Russian consul general here, 
said that Iseguine had become despond- 
ent over the failure of “a most ambi- 
tious plan” to establish Russian state 
banks throughout the United States, 
which he declared Iseguine had come 
to this country to accomplish, and also 
had received “bad news from Russia.”’ 
Captain Iseguine told the court to- 
day he learned to play Chemin de Fer 
in Petrograd and, after being in New 
York city for some time, was invited 
to play the game with members of the 
Partridge club at the Hotel Imperial 
by George Young Bauchle, president 
of the club. 

Bauchle, just priod to Iseguine’s ex- 
amination, pleaded not guilty to a 
charge of conducting a gambling place, 
~— furnished bail in $1,000 pending 
trial.

First Lord Says Submarine 
Is Held, But Not Mastered. 
Naval Situation Increas- 
ingly Favors the Allies. 


London, March. 6.—Sir John R. Eller- 
man, controlling owner of several 
steamship lines, speaking today at a 
meeting of the chamber of shipping, 
declared he believed he was right in 
saying that the whole output of ship- 
ping in this country since the outbreak: 
of the war was not enough to replace 
the losses by marine causes alone, 
leaving the losses by enemy action 
yet to be made up. 


SUBMARINE IS HELD, 
BUT NOT MASTERED, 
DECLARES GEDDES 


London, March 6.—The introduction 
of the naval estimates in the house of 
commons Tuesday was made the oc- 
casion by Sir Eric Geddes, first lord of 
the admiralty, for a lengthy speech in 
which he summed up the naval situa- 
tion during the past year. 

“On the whole, naval warfare dur- 
ing the past year has proceeded in- 
creasingly in our favor,” said Sir Eric. 
“It has: continued chiefly to test the 
strength between the enemy submarine 
and the measures we and our allies 
have taken for combating that men- 
ace. There have been occasional in- 
terludes, such as the exit of the Goe- 
ben and the Breslau, and the recent 
raid by enemy destroyers on a4 Dover 
patrol. Occasional raids on our con-— 
voys and the English coast are a 
natural outcome of the blockaded 
enemy trying to harass the blockad- 
ing fleet. The exit of the Goeben and 
the Breslau (from the Dardanelles) 
was a raid of a similar character. The 
Goeben was refloated and while the 
reports justify the belief that she 
was damaged, we must for the present 
treat her as a still efYicient engine of 
war. The loss of the Breslau is a 
serious‘“«one for the enemy in that 
area and much outweighs from the 
mifitary viewpoint t loss of ou 
Raglan and M-28 (Bfitish monito 
sunk during the engagement with the 
Goeben and the Breslau outside the 
Dardgnelles). , 

' German Raid on Dover. 

“THES Dover raid is in a way a satis- 
factory incident. It has been com- 
monly believed that the passage of 
submarines through the straits of 
Dover have been prevented by nets 
of the war. That is not true and un- 
submarines passed through even to- 
wards the end of last year. A more 
vigorous policy was adopted recently 
and the surface barrier is now main- 
tained day and night across the chan- 
nel. At night patrolling craft num- 
bering over 100 burn flares, so that 
any submarine attacking the passage 
has a reasonable chance of being en- 
gaged. 

“To raid this barrage the enemy 
came out on the night of February 14. 
I cannot comment on the incident be- 
cause the admiral at Dover has order- 
ed a court-martial to elucidate it, but 
I can pay tribute to the heroism and 
devotion of thé men, who, after being 


hammered by the warships, maintain- 


ed their patrol and went out again’ 
the next morning and ever since. 

“In previous statements I dealt 
chiefly with the naval situation in 
home waters. That is not due to a 
lack of appreciation of the importance 
of the other theaters, including the 
Mediterranean.” 

Sir Eric alluded at this point to the 
face that the waters around the Brit- 
ish Isles had been the enemy’s chief 
field for submarine operations and 
that with American help the eatest 
Successes against the submarine had 
been obtained in those waters. He 
stated, however, that 380 per cent of 
the losses of merchant ships was ac- 
counted for in the Mediterranean and 
that conditions there had been more 
difficult to meet. 

Situation in Medfterranean. 


“It became increasingly evident,” 
said Sir Eric, “that as our resources 
improved we would. be able to turn 
out attenaion more to the Mediter- 
ranean. I recently went to Rome for 
a meeting of the allied naval com- 
mittee and also inspected the naval 
establishments in the Mediterranean, 
including those of the Greek navy. 
British naval officers are assisting 
the Greeks in the reorganization of 
their navy, which is already co-operat- 
ing in the Mediterranean and render- 
ing valuable 
‘The meeting of the committee in 
Rome was representative of all the al- 
Ifes with naval forces in European 
waters. It -accepted fully the anti- 
submarine proposals put forward by 
Vice Admiral Calthorpe, British com- 
mander-in-chief in the Mediterranean.

1S a growing reluctance on the part of } 
the German crews ‘to put to sea. The 
chances of a submarine returning from 
a& voyage in the waters around Eng- 
land are one in four or one in five. 
For some months, we believe, we and 
the Americans are sinking submarines 
as fast as they are built. 

“The effort of the British navy and 
the navies of its allies are steadily 
developed and we and our allies are 
now able to devote more resources to 
the Mediterranean. The convoy sys- 
tem has been greatly developed and is 
a real success. Since it was adopted 
35,000 ships have been convoyed with 
very low losses. ... 

“One result of the convoy 
has been to drive the enews ahenee ee 
the shore, thus rendering the open sea 
safer for navigation. During the first 
months of e unrestricted submarine 
war 50 per cent of the losses occurred 
more than fifty miles from land and 
only 21 per cent within ten miles of 
the shore. Today the losses outside 
the 50-mile line have faJlen to 1 per 
cent, .while the losses close to land 
have risen to 61 per cent. 

“This transfer of attacks nearer the 
coast gives increasing opportunities 
for attacking the enemy by patrolling 
surface craft and airplanes and en- 
ables us to salve many vessels which 
would otherwise have been lost. The 
improved salvage arrangements have 
made tremendous demands on labor 
and material. Repairs are téday occu- 
pying more men than new mercantile 
construction. 

“The salving is so efficient that of 
all British armed ships damaged last 
year only eight were abandoned.”

“The first lard of the English ad- 
miralty, Sir Eric Geddes, seized the op- 
portunity on the anniversary of the un- 
restricted submarine campaign to dis- 
cuss again in the usual style the results 
of this weapon, which is proving so 
disastrous for England. ;

Following closely on this portion of his 
speech, we fortunately find the key to 
this belief in the confession that he, 
Geddes, is ‘an optimist,’ so far as the 
submarine warfare is concerned. As in 
all the utterances of English public 
men, however, this optimism is fol- 
lowed by an important ‘but.’ Geddes 
proceeds to say that ‘ships and yet more 
ships’ is still the most important cor- 
ollary of the war.

Geddes maintains that 
the official figures are exaggerated, 
and that the German admiralty also al- 
ways adds a few thousand tons to keep 
up the level. They evidently yet know 
in England that the absolute correct- 
ness of the statements contained in @ 
report is a point of honor with a Ger- 
man officer and-equally sd with the 
admiralty staff. Every German will 
readily understand that from the way 
in which the English reports are pre- 
sented. We are obliged to explain this, 
because the first lord of the English 
admiralty has made the impudent as- 
sertion that the German admiralty fals- 
ified its reports. 


Difficult to Follow. 


“Towards the end of the Geddes in- 
terview it is somewhat difficult to fol- 
low his meaning. He considers this 
‘curve of exaggeration’ which he has 
discovered, as a ‘fairly .accurate reflec- 
tion of the German official mind.’ That, 
of course, is a matter of personal opin- 
jon, but he proceeds to state that it 
is ‘an official confession that the sub- 
marine campaign is regarded as a fail- 
ure by its own leaders.’ The imperti- 
nent invention of the fir&St lord is, 
therefore, a confession of the German 
official authorities. We are not able 
to follow him into these regions of 

er logic. 
Oe When sir Eric further maintains 
that the German assertion that de- 
cr ed sinkings are due to the de- 
créase in the number of.ships sailing 
is incorrect, as is proved, by the Eng- 
lish statistics of ships leaving.and ar- 
@iving, we think it would be as well 
to reply by ving an illustration of 
the absolutel¥ erroneous impression 
purposely given “4 the English method 
of drawing up shipping statistics. The 
captain of a neutral merchant steamer, 
received by an English customs offi- 
cer whose tongue had been loosened 
by grog, in answer to his question as 
to the reason for his being sent by 
English officials from one port to an- 
other and after a short time always 
sent on again, was given the reply 
that this was done in order that the 
number of incoming and outgoing 
ships might be increased for the sta- 
tistics. 

Nerves of U-Boat Commanders. 


“The policy of secrecy concerning 
the sinkings of German submarines by 
English forces, Sir Eric asserts, is 
pursued because it has a deleterious 
effect on the nerves of the German 
submarine commanders. We reply to 
this that our submarine commanders 
have such strong nerves that they 
have been able to endure the lies told 
about them by the English without 
turning a hair. How much more easily 
will they be able to endure this Eng- 
lish secrecy, the real reasons for 
which we can so well understand. 

“A false statement which frequently 
recurs and one which has been often 
refuted by us, is that concerning the 
‘strikes and mutinies’ on board our sub- 
marines. In conclusion, the first lord 
criticises the military achievements 
of our submarines ‘by saying that 
‘timorousness, reluctance and general 
lowered efficiency is evident.’ So far 
as we know, our submarines are doing 
their work below water and therefore 
beyond the observance of English 
critics. It is characteristic of the im- 
ertinence and arrogance of an Eng- 
ishman that he should go so far to 
deceive public opinion. We will ab- 
stain from further comment on this 
criticism and will allow our sub- 
marines to speak for themselves.”

TELLS OF WAR WORK 
WOMEN ARE DOING 


New York, March 6.—Most Reverend 
Goan Gordon Lang, archbishop of 


a closer understanding between Eng- 
land and the United States, told the 
members of the Girls’ Friendly society 
here today the work women are doing 
and can do to help win the war. 
Problems arising from the war, espe- 
cially those affecting the welfare of 


women, have been most delicate, the 
archbishop said, and unusual conditions 
have brought the women of England 
into a labor which they have done “in 
a heroic manner.” 

“You may be certain,” he said, “that 
there will be a great deal of restless- 
ness and excitement among the women 
of the land during the early days of 
your country’s entry into the war. For 
the men of‘fighting age there is but 
one place and they are responding as 
gallantly as did the men of our coun- 
try. 

“But it is a question with the young- 


er women and girls of all classes. In 
England many have found work im the 
Red Cross and thousands of educated 
young women are employed in the hos- 
pitals. Others, thousands upon thou- 


sands, are doing the work of men in 
the munition plants and still others are 
tilling the soil and doing it cheerfully. 
The latter, in many instances, repre- 
sented what we might call the rough- 
est class in the kingdom, but they are 
behaving like heroines. 

“The question of sex excitement must 
be taken into consideration at this 
time. It is but natural that the young- 
er girls should be attracted by a stal- 
wart young man in Khaki and it will 
be part of your business to provide 
places where these young girls may 
meet their soldier friends in proper sur- 
roundings. 


“ n lace, yo : -! )

en by removing temptation as far as 
possible. In England we have women 
police who patrol the streets at night 
and caution the young women who may 
‘be on the verge of being carried away 
by the chivalry of their soldier escorts. 

“Last of all, and to my.mind the most 
important part of this great work, is 
the proper education of the girls. Prop- 
er teaching by the mother is worth a 
great deal more than school teaching, 
and you mothers must bear in mind that 
you bear.a great responsibility toward 
your daughter, especially when she has 
reached the age when her emotions are 
apt to sway her.

MOBILE OPERATING UNIT 
FOR SERVICE IN FRANCE 


St. Louis, March 6.—The government 
is organizing a mobile operating unit 
for service in France to consist of six- 
ty surgeons, fifty nurses and 215 en- 
listed men, Major Fred W. Bailey, at- 
tached to the surgeon general’s office 
at Washington, announced here today. 

The mobile operating section, whose 
members will be skilled in head, chest, 
and abdominal wounds, will move about 
as near the front line of battle as pos- 
sible. Its equipment will be mounted 
on trucks. Under present § arrange- 
ments, wounded men are sent to first 
aid stations, which usually are situated 
near the third line trenches, Major Bai- 
ley explained. From there they are 
taken to evacuation hospitals, which 
often are two miles to the rear, when 
operations are necessary. Major Bai- 
ley will command a section of the unit 
in France.

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NOW UP TO PROPERTY OWNERS. 


The board of Fulton county commission- 
ers, at its meeting yesterday, manifesting a 
fine spirit of progressiveness, voted for the 
county to assume the city’s share of the cost 
to be entailed for the repaving of several of 
Atlanta’s main thoroughfares. 

Among the projects so acted upon is one 
to repave Whitehall street from the viaduct 
to the Southern tracks, and another to re- 
pave Marietta street from North avenue to 
the city limits, both of which are said to be 
jeopardized by the tardiness of abutting 
property owners in signing for the work to 
proceed. 

Ordinarily, under existing law, the cost 
of street paving in Atlanta is borne by the 
trolley car company—on car-line streets—and 
by the city and the property owners affected 
by the proposed improvement, the city’s 
share being one-third of the total expense 
remaining after the trolley car company’s 
proportion is deducted, the remaining two- 
thirds to be met by the owners of the prop- 
erty on either side of the street. 

In the present instance the county agrees 
to assume the city’s one-third of the cost, but 
no further steps can be taken until 61 per 
cent of the property owners acquiesce in the 
improvement plans. 

Peachtree street, from Five Points to Pine 
street, is one of the thoroughfares slated for 


— | 


| pepaving under the agreement voted by the 
county board yesterday, and the requisite} 


number of property owners having signed up, 
a contract for the improvement of that street 
will now be awarded and the work will start 
without delay. 

Whitehall is a continuation of Peachtree 
southward, the two forming the great bisect- 
ing artery running clear through the city 
from the northern to the southern city limits. 
From the viaduct to Trinity avenue this 
street leads through the very heart of the 
main retail shopping district of Atlanta, and,

of tastes and interests as Palestine has 
been; and this is natural, for none has ex~ 
cited so keeh an interest for so long a time 

so many nations. 
vag we sata all at some time or other 
read much about the country, it may well 
be| thought that nothing now remains to 
be said about Palestine, except by archaeolo- 
gists, whose explorations of the sites of 
ancient cities are always bringing fresh 
facts to light. But if all of us have read 
a good deal about the Holy Land, most of 
us have also forgotten a good deal, and our 
ideas of the country—ideas colored by sen- 
timents of reverence and romance—are often 
vague and not always correct. 

“It may, therefore, be worth while to set 
down in a plain and brief way the salient 
impressions which the country makes on 4 
western traveler who passes quickly through 
it. ‘The broad impressions are the things 
that temain in mémory when most of the 


| details have vanished, and broad impressions 


are just what an elaborate description some- 
times fails to convey, because they are smoth- 
ered under an infinitude of details. 

Covers. Small Area. 

“Palestine is a tiny little country. Though 
the traveler's handbooks prepare him to find 
it small, it surprises him by being smaller 
than he expected. Taking it as the region 
between the Mediterranean on the west and 
the Jordan and Dead sea on the east, from 
the spurs of Lebanon and Hermon on the 
north to the desert of Beersheba on the 
south, it is only 110 miles long and from 50 
to 60 broad—that is to say, it is smaller 
than New Jersey, whose area is 7,500 square 
miles. 

“Of this region large parts did not be- 
long to ancient Israel. Their hold on the 
southern and northern,, districts was but 
slight, while in the goutiweat wide and rich 
plain along the Mediterranean was occupied 
by the warlike Philistines, who were some- 
times more than a match for the Hebrew 
armies. Israel had, in fact, little more than 
the hill country, which lay between the Jor- 
dan on the east and the maritime plainon the 
west. King David, in the days of his power, 
looked down from the hill cities of Benja- 
mine, just north of Jerusalem, upon Phil- 
istine enemies only 25 miles off, on the one 
side, and looked across the Jordan to Moa- 
bite enemies about as far off, on the other. 

“Nearly all the events in the history of 
Israel that are recorded in the Old Testa- 
ment happened within a territory no bigger 
than the state of Connecticut, whose area 
is 4,800 square miles; and into hardly any 
other country has there been crowded from 
the days of Abraham till our own so much 
history—that is to say, so many events that 
have been recorded in the annals of man- 
kind. 

“Nor is it only that Palestine is really 
a small country. The traveler constantly 
feels as he moves about that it Is a small 
country. From the heights a few miles 
north of Jerusalem he sees, lookigg north- 
ward, a far-off summit carrying.jsnow for 
eight months in the year. It is Hermon, 
nearly 10,000 feet high—Hermon, whose foun- 
tains feed the rivers of Damascus. 

“But Hermon is outside the territory of 
Israel altogether, standing in the land of 
the Syrians; so, too, it is of Lebanon. We 
are apt to think of that mountain mass as 
within the country, because it also is fre- 
quently mentioned in the Psalms and the 
Phophets; but the two ranges of Lebanon 
also rise beyond the- frontiers of Israel, 
lying between the Syrians of Damascus and 
the Phoenicians of the weat. 

“Perhaps it is because the maps from 
which children used to learn Bible geography 
were on a large scale that most of us have 
failed to realize how narrow were the lim- 
its within which took place all those great 
doings that fill the books of Samuel and 
Kings. Just in the same way the classical 
scholar who visits Greece is surprised that 
so small a territory sufficed for so many 
striking incidents and for the careers of so 
many famous men. 

Few Natural Resources. 

‘‘Palestine is a country poor in natural 
resources, There are practically no miner- 
als, no coal, no iron, no copper, no silver, 
though recently some oil wells have been 
discovered in the Jordan valley. Neither 
are there any large forests, and though the 
land may have been better wooded in the days 
of Joshua than it is now, there is little 
reason to think that the woods were of trees 
sufficiently large to constitute a source of 
wealth. A comparatively small area is fit 
for tillage. 

“To an Arab tribe that had wandered 
through a barren wilderness for 40 weary 
years, Canaan may well have seemed a de- 
lightful possession; but many a county in 
Iowa, many & department in France, could 
raise more grain or wine than all the Holy 
Land. 

‘There is one stretch of fertile, level] land 
20 miles long and from 3 to 6 miles wide— 
the Plain of Esdraelon. But with this ex- 
ception it is only in the bottoms and on the 
lower slopes of a few valleys, chiefly in the 
territory of Ephraim from Bethel northward 
and along the shore of the Bay of Acre, that 
one sees corn fields and olive yards and or- 
chards. Little wine is now grown. 

“Such wealth as the country has consist 
in its pastures, and the expression ‘a land 
flowing with milk and honey’ appropriately 
describes the best it has to offer, for sheep 
and goats can thrive on the thin herbage 
that covers the hills, and the numerous 
aromatic plants furnish plenty of excellent 
food for the bees; but it is nearly all thin 
pasture, for the land is dry and the soil is 
mostly shallow. The sheep and goats vast-, 
ly outnumber the oxen. Woody Bashan, on 
the east side of Jordan, is still the region 
where one must look for the strong bulls.”

Went to nose and throat specialist 
He cut out about half a pound of turbinate 
bone and tissue from each side. That helped 
a lot, but did not cure me. Now I am stuffy 
first in gne side, then in the other, and have 
excessive secretion. When I stay out in the 
cold, my head is fairly clear (excepting for 
a few minutes after I first go out from the 
warm house). It is also clear when I wash 
with very hot water, for just a little while. 
But even when both sides seem free at on 
they are not as free as I should like, for f 
can’t breathe freely through the nose alone 
when I am indoors. | Two local doctors said 
they could do nothing. They said I probably 
needed more bone removed. Is it back to the 
Surgeon for me?’

And since many specialists are born, not 
made, they lose sight of the‘ patient, ignore 
Dr. Nature, and forget that Miss Hygie ie 
exists. They just snip out a piece of thick, 
spongy, enlarged, diseased turbinate body, 
and send the patient on his way rejoicing, for 
a little while. Six months or a year later 
the patient begins to realize that ths hole 
wasn't drilled quite wide enough. The pa- 
tient, too, has carefully evaded Nature and 
Hygiene, because the nose and throat man 
was too busy to introduce these irregulars, 
and the family doctor considera it none of 
his business. 

Rhinitis, simple or hypertrophic (hyper- 
trophic means enlargement or thickening of 
the nose lining), is just as important as 
bronchitis or colitis or any other everyday 
ailment. The family doctor can no longer 
plead ‘‘too busy” to treat such cases; and he 
is hardly giving his patient a square deal 
if he does not equip himself with the trifling 
apparatus and technical. skill required to 
examine, diagnose and intelligently treat 
rhinitis. 

If the correspondent had been properly 
advised by his doctor as to personal hygiene, 
and if he had followed the advice—there’s 
the rub!—the surgery might have proved 
more effective. Yes, the operation itself 
might have been avoided. Turbinate bodies 
are normal and very important functional 
strductures, and it is a misfortune when dis- 
ease is allowed to progress to the degree 
which makes radical surgery necessary. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS. 
Trying It On the Dog. 

Our little boy was holding up a piece of 
meat for the dog to jump after, and some- 
how the dog caught his finger, and the finger 
bled profusely. Please tell us whether the 
dog should be killed, or what is the proper 
course in such a case. 

ANSWER—Our little girl had the same 
experience last summer, and we at once be- 
came maniacal and rushed over to the neigh- 
bor who owned the dog and threatened a 
general massacre. But when we cooled off, 
it was agreed that it would be unsafe to 
kill the dog. We confined the dog, and had 
him observed for two weeks by a good vet- 
erinary surgeon. At the end of that time the 
veterinary pronounced the dog perfectly well, 
and we forgot the incident. If the dog should 
exhibit any symptoms of illness within the 
two weeks, then the possibility of rabies 
must be decided by an examination of the 
dog’s brain by a pathologist. For this pur- 
pose the dog’s head must be packed in salt 
and promptly shipped to the pathologist 
whom the state department of health ap- 
points to make such tests. But by no means 
permit the killing of an animal in such a 
case inside of the two weeks, if Possible, for 
here is an instance where nothing is so good 
as trying it on the dog. If the dog has rabies 
at the time of the bite, he will never fail to 
exhibit serious symptoms (probably die) be- 
fore the two weeks are up.

In the civil war 
period considerable stress was placed upon 
the ability to shoot from the shoulder and 
shoot straight. 

Following is the history of the routing of 
those traditions. 


Magazine Rifle 
Invented in Germany. 

Sometime before the Franco-Prussian war 
the Germans invented the first real effective 
magazine rifle, known as the Neédle Gun. 
Because of its ability to shoot fast it was 
believed that careful marksmanship was tun- 
necessary, and that the principle to be fo'- 
lowed Was to spray bullets in a certain di- 
rection bringing about terrible execution and 
at the same time demoralizing the enemy. 

Following the Franco-Prussian war the 
Germans were regarded as the last word in 
military efficiency, and other nations natu- 
rally began to adopt their methods. The 
French thereupon dropped expert rifle shoot- 
ing from their training and the English did 
likewise. 

America, forgetting its traditions, fo!- 
lowed the same course and up to the time 
that General Pershing, only a comparatively 
short time ago, asked that rifle training be 
re-introduced, it was assumed that from 
ithree to five days’ training would be enough. 
At thet time, however, there was a sma! 
school in the American army which took the 
Pershing view. They based their judgment 
largely upon the conditions that prevailed in 
South Africa during the Boer war. ‘With 
much smaller numbers the Dutch farmers 
were able to defeat the British time after 
time, simply because they could shoot 
straight, and the British could not, 

In Europe the lesson of the Boer wer had 
not been learned. It is true, that the British 
regulars who performed such marvelous feats 
at the battle of the Marne were the best 
shots in any European army. They were out- 
numbered and out-gunned by the Germans, 
but in the face of the terrific odds against 
them, they were able to hold up the German 
advance for an appreciable time because of 
their rifle marksmanship, but even this les- 
son failed to have its full effect, and Lord 
Kitchener was one of those who did not be- 
lieve that rifle training was essential. Ac- 
cordingly, neither the British nor the French 
properly trained their men in this important 
branch of the service. 

But they learned their lesson at the battle 
of the Somme, 

In this attack the form of assault was to 
send bombers ahead who, when they ex- 
hausted their ammunition, had nothing more 
to fight with. Following them was the one 
man portable machine gun, whose weight did 
not allow its bearer to carry much additiona! 
ammutrition. When his ammunition was ex- 
hausted he algo was through. Then came th- 
man with the bayonet who, when he hau 
found his target, wag usually compelled tuo 
discharge his rifle in order to release the 
bayonet. 

In the meantime the Germans were deve!- 
oping a nasty facility in shooting. The Eni; - 
lish learned their lesson immmutably and as 
soon as the men were taken out of the froni 
trenches they were sent back for target prac- 
tice where more rifle ammunition was used 
up than had been used at the front. Thc 
French also realized their mistake from. th- 
experience of the British and from their own, 
and began teaching rifle practice.

Washington, March 6.—Conferees on 
the administration railroad control bill 
today definitely approved tha@ir tenta- 
tive agreement limiting government 
contro] of the carriers to 21 months 
after peace is declared> 

Senator Smith, of South Carolina, 
heading the senate managers, said 
they were very near an agreement on 
the rate question. Concessions by the 


house conferees who insisted on giving 
the president the rate-making power 
authority are expected. 

Tentative agreement was reached to- 
day also on the question of state regu- 
lation and taxation. The senate provi- 
sions, subjecting the roads to state laws 
and liabilities as common carriers when 
not entirely inconsistent to the feder- 
alized plan, substantially was retained. 

Although the conferees refused to 
discuss the matter, it was said that un- 
der the proposed compromise,: the pres- 
ident would be authorized to ask the 
interstate commerce commisson to in- 
crease rates, and thus enlarge the 
earning power of the roads. 

By this compromise, it was pointed 
out, present powers of the commission, 
as well as state commissions, would 
be retained. 

Under the house bill the president 
would be authorized to fix rates, while 
by the senate bill he would be author- 
ized to initiate rates, subject to the in- 
terstate commerce commisson’s ap- 
proval. 

The compromise plan is understood 
to have been proposed by Chairman 
Smith, of the senate interstate com- 
merce committee. 

Although the conferees worked un- 
til after 11 o’clock they were unable 
to adjust their differences over rate- 
making authority and adjourned until 
tomorrow. They expect to break the 
deadlock then, but the delay may pre- 
vent final action on the conference re- 
port by congress until next week.

To Establish Alibi 
For Warren I.,. Johnson 


Americus, Ga., Mareh 6.—(Special.)— 
Five hours of gruelling cross-examina- 
tion at the hands of W. D. McNeil 
brought from Mrs. Yeartie Howell, star 
witness for the state and alleged eye- 
witness of the murder of Walter Wade.
